A Petrograd communiqne states |that south-west of the 
Dwinek the Baosisng repulsed repeated Germsn attacks, 
which reached wire entanglements. The enemy 
north-esat of Vilns succeeded in croming the Vili 
river, and in the direotion of Pinek the Rassians are retiring under 
the enemy's pressure. The eromy continues his counter-attacks in 
the Dorajno district and st various pointa in Galicia, hoping thus to 
consolidate hia position which 
only achieved small local successes, Russians took another eleven 
hundred prisoners near Derajuo, Desperate fighting is proceeding 
on the Strypa and west of tbe Tarnopol-Crembovls line, where 
the enemy is clinging to the paseages of the river..

_ He said that the workera were unable to forget that ono of the 
primary objeota in the early stagea of that agitation was cheap 
soldiers. Nearly every branch of the Railwaymen’s society had 
passed resolutions intimating that the day conscription is introduced 
they will strike.

-tion of the blockade (such a3 that recently proposed in connection 
with certain Obristmas wares ordored from Austria by. American 
traders) would be on aot of sheer madnoss, ; ; 

To put the matter plainly, Britishers trust the Waabington 
Government but they do not trust certain individual American 
business honses, Thero ia a type of American in: whose eoul the 
dollar reigns supreme; and to him whether money comes from 
neutral, friend or foo isa matter of entire indifference. A war, a 
famine, a atrike suggest to his mind notbing more than an added 
opportunity for making money; and he sets to work to profit by it 
to the fall. Ia addition to him we have the German-Ameritan—for 
whom there ia bsth mora and less excuse for atlempting to supply 
our enemy with necessary commodities. It is not unnatural that 
this individaal ehould feel sympathetic towarda Germany rather 
than towards Britain. Qoming of such a atosk, tco,-it is not sur- 
prising that he should set no store by the neutrality of the country 
whose adopted subject he is. It would’bo idle to argue with ‘him, 
for.a German is physically uoabls to understand what the civilised 
pecples of the world mean by personal honour, rath and falachood 
are alike to him and be cannot even respect the Jaws of the foreign 
country that has given bir hospitality.
